There can be no doubt as to the fundamental 
interest of the Secret Service in counterfeiting natters, one of the prime 
fields of activity of the ICPC.

The Bureau has reviewed its position with the International Criminal 
Police Cornuission and reached the con clue ion that the advantages accruing to 
the Bureau fron membership in the Commission do not warrant the continued 
expenditure of $3000 a year for membership duos. For your information, additional 
consideration h s been given to the fact that the ICPC has frequently failed to 
c nsult tho Bureau properly regarding the participation of other American agencies 
and American citizens in the activities of the Commission, and a few weeks ago 
the Commission, in •’■lit© of its statutes which specifically prohibit engaging 
in matters involving* political, religious, or racial questions, issued a series 
of wanted notices for the Czechoslovakian Government indicating that extradition 
would bo requested by the Czech authorities for the ten individuals who escaped 
from Czechoslovakia aboard Czech aircraft last March and landed in Allied 
occupied Germany. These latter wanted notices were obviously political in 
nature in spite of the vaguely defined criminal charges laid against the subjects. 


In view of all of the above circumstances, the Bureau has decided to 
terminate Its membership in the International Criminal Police Commission, 
effective December yi t 1950, when the paid-up membership expires. .The ICPC 
has also been advi.sed that tho Bureau is terminating its liaison arrangements 
between the ICPC and tho United Nations at ehe present time in the -belief that 
the Ooiixdsaion may desire to work out other arrangements immediately., 

It is requested, therefore, that' you' advise your contacts-in tho 
United Nations of the termination of your liaison capacity between ’phut agency 
and the ICPC, ^

6. The ICBC, according to the Bureau’s Legal Attache in PariB, intends to 
invite Calvin Goddard, of bad repute in professional police circles, and a 
Kev York FB physicist to become Honorary Technical Counsellors of the ICPC 
and this was done without previously checking with the Bureau as to their 
desirability or as to the desirability of the practice.

The Committee oil the Judiciary, to whom was referred the bill 
(S. 2SG4) to authorize certain administrative expenses for the Depart- 
ment of Justice, and for other purposes, having considered the same, 
report favorably thereon with amendments and recommend that the 
bill, as amended, do pass. 

The amendments are as follows: 

On page 2, line 15, following the word “marshals” strike out the 
comnurand insert in lieu thereof the word “and”. 

This is merely a perfecting amendment. 

On page 2, line 15, following the comma after the word “attorneys” 
insert, “and at the request and in behalf of the Director of the Admin- 
istrative Office of the United States Courts those of the”. 

The purpose of this amendment is to preserve the present authority 
of the Director of the Administrative Oflice of the United States 
Courts which is now contained in chapter 41, title 28, United States 
Code, and would permit t lie Department of Justice, at the Director’s 
request, to continue these investigations and examinations as the 
Judicial Conference in 1940 deemed desirable. It. would further per- 
mit a change at any time if cither the. Director or the Judicial Con- 
ference desired such change.

Each section of the bill furnishes a specific necessary authorization 
in substantive law to support a specific part of an appropriation. It 
has been a past practice to support such appropriation by legislative 
language ill the annual appropriation act for tho Department of 
'Justice. . ' . , , . . . i 

From tbo standpoint of legislative practice, this rule 01 legislating 
was nt> nil times subject to a point of order. It is the opinion of the 
•committee that tho situations contemplated in the various sections of 
this bill are. such that the objections of a point of order in an appro- 
priation bill should lie obviated and that such an appropriation is 
necessary. . 

This bill was introduced at the request of the Department of Justice 
in a letter to the Speaker of the House of Representatives dated April 
19, 1949. Since this letter contains a complete analysis of the bill 
section by section, it is hereby incorporated and made a part of this 
report.

W At r ihc request of tins Department, a bill (H. R. 2987) designed to accomplish 
this purpose was introduced in the Eightieth Congress. A draft of a bill is 
enclosed which is designed to meet the present needs of tiie Department in this 

” Section 1 of the draft would make the appropriation* for the Department of 
Justice available for the payment of notarial. fees, including necessary stenographic 
service*, the compensation and expenses of witnesses utul informants And, when 
ordered hv the court, t tic expenses of meals and lodging for marshals, deputy 
marshals, or criers in attendance upon juries. Tho authorization for the pavmcnt 
of stenographic services was included to rover certain objections of the Comp- 
troller Genera! that notarial fees alone arc available for payment for reducing 
testimony to writing 03 Comp. Gen. 330). 

Section 2 of the draft, would authorize the payment of necessary expenses 
incident to the transfer or prisoners in the custody of marshals to narcotic farms. 
It is designed lo give effect in substantive law form provision contained in the 
appropriation not for 1 niicd Stales marshals for the fiscal year l'Jltl without 
changing existing procedure or practice. , . „ .. 

Section 3 applies to l:\wimoks. hooks of reference, and periodicals, and would 
authorize the exelnue'c or sale of such items and the application of the exchange 
allowances or proceeds of sales in whole or in part payment to the purchase of 
new publications Existing law contains a similar authority applicable to alt 
Government departments in the sale or exchange of scientific and oilier equip- 
ment flhlbfie Ignv 1501). Xttth Cong.). 


ADMINISTRATIVE EXPENSES FOR fcEJ’ARTMtJYr OF JUSTICE 3 


Section -1 would give the Attorney General the power i.» invent igntc tlie official 
acts, records, nml accounts of certain officers nil'll bulb ihirbx mentioned, an lias 
Dei -n provided by succistdiitK appropriation nets, end wu.ili] add the Authority 
to invest igate the official net -> of salaried rnurt reporters. 

Section 5 is designed to nlll home, under the direction i i.he Attorney General, 
the expenditures nut of appropriations for the Federal Biu.-au or Investigation, 
not. in excess of a specified amount, to meet unforeseen emergencies nr a confiden- 
tial character, and would permit Federal Bureau of Invest igalion appropriations 
to be used for membership in the Internal tonal Commission of Criminal Polie , 
and for employment of Bureau personnel without regard to i tie civil-service laws. 
This authority has been contained in Department of Justice appropriation acts 
fur the past several years. 

Section 6 would authorize the Commissioner of Immigration and Naturaliza- 
tion to enter into contracts with officers and employees of the Immigration and 
Naturalization Service for the use of their privately owned horses on official busi- 
ness, would authorize payment of interpreters and translators who arc not citizens 
of the United Stales, tlie distribution of citizenship textbooks to aliens without 
cost to them, would authorize the payment of allowances to aliens for work per- 
formed by them while held in custody under Iho immigration laws, and would 
authorize’ certain eonlidential expenditures for unforeseen emergencies. The 
next to the last mm I toned authority is included at the urgent request of the Com- 
missioner of Immigration and Naturalization to meet a practical problem encoun- 
tered in the work of that Service. 

Section 7 is designed to afford substantive law for a provision in the current 
appropriation act. to authorize the continued care of insane prisoners. 

Sec! ion S would constitute permanent authority for the acquisition of land 
adjacent to Federal prnnl institutions when authorized by appropriation acts. 

Section 9 would permit the deposit of collections by penal institutions for 
meals, laundry, barber service, uniform equipment, and other items, in the 
Treasury to the credit, of the appropriation currently available for such items 
instead of to the credit of miscellaneous receipts. It is purely a matter of ac- 
counting procedure to make such funds available for further expenditure. 

Your assistance in securing the enactment of the above proposed legislation 
will bo greatly appreciated. 

The Director of the Bureau of the Budget has advised that, there is no objection 
to the submission of this report.

Special attention is directed to section 7 of the proposed bill which 
was eliminated by committee amendment. Since tlie proposed 
section 7 was designed to afford substantive law for a provision in a 
current appropriation act to authorize the continued care of insane 
prisoners, it is the opinion of your committee that this section is 
superfluous in view of the enactment of section 3 of Public Law 285, 
Eighty-first Congress which is os follows: • 


Sec, 3. The Attorney General may authorize the use of any unexpended 
balance of the appropriation for “Support of United States prisoners" for carrying 
out the purposes of title J8, United States Code, sections -1214 to 4248, inclusive, 
or in payment of any expenses incidental thereto and not provided for by other 
apccifie appropriations.

In regard to the attached personal letter from Mr, JLouwage concerning 
the International Criminal Police Commission incident I think we should reply 
to him, and mark, our letter personal and confidential, and tell him that I ap- 
preciate his frank and gr.nciuna letter' and that 1 regretted my inability to 
pcrs-.-.auliy meet him but that I had prior to hia arrival talked to Mr. Clegg 
and that as I understand it Mr. Clegg was entirely frank with him as to the 
reasons for the I' 111 withdrawing from the International Criminal Police Com- 
ir.ipsion. I think it might be well to tell him that obviously 1 felt that the reten- 
tion of membership in that Commission had reached a state whereby it was an 
untenable position in that individuals connected with American law enforcement 
were being designated by that Commission to various positions without even 
consultation, much less approval, by the agency representing American law 
enforcement in the Commission. V. e might also comment that the action of a 
member or the Commission iii indulging in criticism of the FBI at meetings 
of the Commission was n situation that I did not intend to tolerate^and to con- 
tinue membership in the Commission in the face of such actions would commit 
me to condoning such an attack and criticisms unless I saw fit to enter into 
argumentation or controversies about the matter discussed, and that 1 did 
not huve the time nor the desire to answer or discuss such petty and unwarranted 
attacks upon the FBI. 1 would make the letter cordial but hold out no hope 
for any change in our position in this matter.

In Nay, 1950, he was at ICPC Headquarters on another matfer^ 
cnZb-flcpotc ( Ducloux ’s assistant) exhibited several ICPC wanted nofice 
forms' submitted by the Czech Police on men who hod fled Czechoslovakia, 
West advises that he told Nepote and Ducloux that the American 
Government considered the men to be political refugees , He states that 
he told them that if wanted notices were to be issued by the ICPC he 
wanted to obtain a list of the names so that stop notices would not be 
placed in the FBI files. V/e3t advises that neither his own approval 
nor that of the Bureau was solicited by Ducloux who was aware that the 
decision to circularize was one for the ICPC and not the FBI « 

West continues that because Ducloux did not want to 
[i antagonize the Czechs , Ducloux had already decided to issue the wanted 
circulars. West is of the belief that had he not happened to go by the 
ICfC office that day on another matter, the matter of the circulars 
would not have been brought to his attention at all. He states that 
Ducloux r s contention that he approved the issuance of the circulars is 
obviously o perversion of the facts to protect himself; that if Ducloux 
were honest he would have discussed it openly when West conferred with 
him on July SO; and he also states it is significant that Ducloux did 
not challenge the facts of this matter when B r est presented them to 
Louwage in Ducloux *s presence on September 6, 1950.

Ky dofir Mr. Hoover: 

I deeply regret that I did not have the opportunity to discuss 
with you the natter of your resignation, on 'behalf of yourself and the 
Federal Bureau of 7 '\veotigation, from tbo '•'International Criminal Police 
Co:nilesion. Since i was unable to spook with you in person,"! vent"* la to 
thii'iiiRtter in some detail with your deputy, I-'r. Hugh Clegg. He has advised 
tee that your deciolon le irrevocable. 

I sincerely rogret this unfortunate incident and I an deeply 
concerned to know that you feel the action taken by you is irrevocable. 

\ Whatever your decision may be with reference to your membership end that of 
the Federal Bureau of Investigation, I propose, in the light of the factB 
now knov/u to no, to promptly bring about a correction of all of the matters 
i which you complained of, which occurred as the result of improvident action 
ibr'sed upon inaccurate information by other officers of the Commission. I 
will take such action, not because I seek in this manner to secure your 
fixture cooperation, but because X believe that these errors should be 
, eliminated for the good of our organization. At the Baiae time, I earnestly 
i suggest that you withhold any final judgment about thiB matter until I 
j shall have a sufficient opportunity to correct the evils of which you 
: complain. At such time as this is accomplished, I am sure that you will, 
j in all fairness to the important purposes of our International Commission, 
j wish to ro-appraise the resignation, and that such re-appraisal will bring 
! you back into intimate cooperation with the International Commission. 

In this connection, I beg leave to give you say impressions 
of tho effect of your resignation. The great majority of our members 
have, from time to time, expressed to me the Blgnal importance of your 
membership. Tho Federal Bureau of Investigation has a world-vido roputation / 
end, through its membership in the Commission, cot onlj^ rftre^-thooed the - ' 
preetigo of this international organization, but offordocJ th-'-nthoT members 
a media of interchange of information and technical &dvi ceCv.i i cnuiac ^been 
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extremely important to All of \ia. I oust frankly state that should tho 
; ether member* of the Coouieoion bo advised of your rocignatlon, it would 
j li/ive a vory serious effect upon the standing and usefulness of tho 
j CofxaicBion and, beyond that, would surely be interpreted by tha sseabsr* 

: repreoenting Wenturn European nations and the other free nations of the 

! vorld, an an indication that the United States no longer support® this 
1 i international organization. 

A® you knov, our organization Is recognized *>7 the United 
Ration® and has sought , from its inception, to carry forward the basic 
purpose e of thn United Kations to achlevo coaitv and understanding 
between nations in police matters. You ore als.'awnro that a minority 
membership on tho Commission represents Eastern European governments. f 

\ I think you will readily agreo with mo that your resignation would bo 

* fully exploited by such countries and this to the detriment of the 

\ United States, Western European countries and all other free nations of 

* the world. 

I will be in the United States until the end .of the first 
week in November and can be reached through Mr. Adrian Moore, Program 
Section, Division for Exchange of Persons, Department of State, who is 
in charge of my itinerary. I earnestly hope that before I depart you 
j j will afford me tho opportunity’ o? "paying ay respects to you in poroon_ 
f I and talking about the problem which I have discussed In this confidential 
' k letter. IfJfchia_iB. jiopo sc ible,.X. would appreciate having aJLotter from 
I you before I depart, so that I may_be sure that, regardless of the 
j | situation which confro'nts w us7 there is personal accord between ua. I 
j j )\av© valued your friendship over the years and our friendship shall 
J | continue.
